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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/15/2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 2-17, 19-26, 41-48, 50-59, 61-62, and 76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Stinson et al. (US 6340367) in view of Lukie (US 
6375787). 

Note in figures 1-5 of Stinson et al., a polymer wire (14) extending spirally in a 
first direction about a longitudinal axis of the expandable stent (10) and metal wire (16) 
extending spirally in a second direction about direction about the longitudinal axis, 
wherein the second direction being counter to the first direction and furthermore, 
wherein the Stinson et al described the materials formed of metal wire (1 6) and polymer 
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wire (14) (see col. 3, line 60 through col. 4, line 27 and col. 7, line 65 through col. 9, line 
55). However, the stent of Stinson does not form a closed current loop. 

Lukie teaches that it is known in the surgical art to have stent that does not form 
a closed current loop. 

For this reason, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide the Stinson's stent that does not form a 
closed current loop as taught by Lukie in order to enhance the contraction and 
expansion of the stent. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 10/15/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's argument that Stinson et al patent lacks a metal wire only 
intersects one or more polymer wires as recited in claim 76. Examiner's position that 
Stinson et al also includes additional structure not required by Applicant's invention, it 
must be noted that Stinson et al patent discloses the claimed invention. The fact that it 
discloses additional structure not claimed is irrelevant.
